The Justice Department had filed an ap- 
peal, and helpfully provided the justices with 
a DVD of a 2003 episode of the now-canceled 
“NYPD Blue” on ABC in which a naked wom- 
an was shown. The content of that program is 
central to the current legal dispute. ABC, CBS, 
NBC and Fox are all parties in the case. 

A federal appeals court last year for a sec- 
ond time struck down the government poli- 
cies, concluding they were vague and incon- 


sistently applied. Pending sanctions against 
the broadcasters were dismissed. 
Controversial words and images have been 
aired at times in scripted and unscripted 
shows on all the major over-the-air networks 
in the past eight years, dating back to when 
the FCC began considering a stronger, no- 


tolerance policy. 

The policy became known as the Golden 
Globes Rule, for singer Bono’s 2003 accep- 
tance speech at the live awards show on NBC, 
where he uttered the phrase “really, really, 
{bleeping} brilliant.” 

The commission specifically cited Cher 


and Nicole Richie for potty-mouth language 
in the 2002 and 2003 Billboard Music Awards, 
which aired live on Fox. During the first year’s 
awards show, Cher used the F-word. Richie, in 
an apparent scripted moment said, “Have you 
ever tried to get cow [bleep] out of a Prada 
purse? It’s not so [bleeping} simple.”

Chicago’s 43rd annual Pride parade promises a day full of 
firsts. 

In one of the biggest tweaks to the parade, which has 
drawn larger and larger crowds over the years, the route 
got an overhaul. Participants will step off from Uptown 
instead of starting in Boystown. There also will be fewer 
entrants, more crossover spots for people trying to pass 
through the parade route and groups—including gay- 
straight alliances from local schools— making first-time 
appearances. And bank on police cracking down on illegal 
drinking, according to organizers. 

Longtime organizer Richard Pfeiffer said the chang- 
es to the route came about after last year’s parade drew 
750,000 people. 

“Last year we had some problems with crowd control,” 
he said. So the city asked organizers to lengthen the parade 
route from 17 to 22 blocks, as well as change it to reduce 
the crowds. They removed a “V”-shaped bottleneck and 
straightened the route to encourage people to spread out. 

Pfeiffer also said organizers wanted to add crossover 
locations so those who in past years would have been 
trapped on one side of the parade can more easily pass to 
the other side. 

The new crossovers will be at Montrose Avenue, Irving 
Park Road, Addison Street, Grace Street, Roscoe Street 
and Wellington Avenue. 

The parade will take less time this year, down from a 
high of about 4 hours a decade ago, according to Pfeiffer. 
The goal is to get it to a more reasonable 2 hours and 15 
minutes. As part of that effort, organizers reduced the 
number of entrants from 250 to 200.

gay-straight alliances from some schools, including Lakev- 
iew High School, as well as a group of openly gay sailors 
from Great Lakes Naval Base near North Chicago—a first 
for the parade. After the repeal of the military’s “don’t ask, 
don’t tell” policy, what is believed to be the armed forces’ 
first LGBT organization formed was at Great Lakes in 
February. 

“The event is political and social both,” Pfeiffer said. 
“The first 20 entries in the parade will reflect that.” 

Evan Wolfson, president and founder of the Freedom 
to Marry campaign, will be grand marshal. It’s a marker of 
the issues currently important to the LGBT community, 
Pfeiffer said. 

“He was talking about this issue 10, 15 years ago,” Pfei- 
ffer said. “That’s why he was chosen” to be grand marshal. 

Another change in this year’s parade, Pfeiffer said, will 
be police officers out in force looking to ticket those who 
are excessively drinking or drunk at the parade. Pfeiffer 
said fines may be as much as $500, and public drunkenness 
could result in arrest. So keep it classy. 

Over-indulging in booze “puts the event in jeopardy,” 
Pfeiffer said. “We want this event to go on for many, many 
years to come. ... If you want to party, party afterward.”

Zimmerman’s account released 


Just hours after fatally shooting 17-year- 
6, old ‘Trayvon Martin, George Zimmer- 
man told police investigators the shooting 
followed a life-and-death struggle in which the 
teen told him, “You're going to die tonight.” 

The audio of the Feb. 26 interviews, made 
public late Wednesday, is part of discovery 
items released by Zimmerman’s defense team. 
The recordings represent the first time Zim- 
merman is heard giving his account in his own 
words. 

Also released were audio and video showing 
the techniques used by the police department 
in the investigation: interviews conducted in 
the days after the shooting, a video of a voice 
stress test administered to Zimmerman by 
police and his videotaped re-enactment of the 
incident for authorities. 

Zimmerman, 28, is charged with second- 


degree murder in Martin’s Feb. 26 shooting 
death. Zimmerman has said he shot Martin 
in self-defense, but Martin’s family and civil 
rights activists across the country said Zim- 
merman, who is white and Hispanic, racially 
profiled Martin and ignored a 911 dispatcher’s 
advice not to follow him. 

In an interview just after the shooting, Zim- 
merman told police that the struggle began 
when Martin “jumped out from the bushes” 
and punched him in the face, knocking him 
down. 

“I started screaming for help. I couldn't see. 
T couldn't breathe,” he said. 

“He grabbed my head and started hitting it 
into the sidewalk,” he said. “When he started 
doing that, I slid into the grass to try to get out 
from under him. ... I’m still yelling for help.” 

Martin, he said, put his hand over Zimmer-

going to die tonight.” 

“When I slid, my jacket and my shirt came 
up. ... I felt his hand go down my side, and I 
thought he was going for my firearm, so I 
grabbed it immediately, and as he banged my 
head again, I just pulled out my firearm and 
shot him.” 


New accusation 
in Sandusky case 


B BELLEFONTE, Pa. Jerry Sandusky’s 
33-year-old son, Matt, said Thursday 
that he too was abused by his father, the for- 
mer Penn State assistant football coach. 

His announcement—made through a state- 
ment issued by his attorney, Andrew Shu- 
bin—came hours after a Centre County, Pa., 
jury began deliberating his father’s fate on 
48 counts of child sex abuse involving 10 oth- 
er alleged victims. 

In his statement, Shubin said Matt San- 
dusky approached him during his adopted 
father’s trial and was prepared to testify as a 
prosecution witness if called. 

The lawyer said the experience has been 
“extremely painful” for his client and that 
there would be no further comment. He 
asked reporters to respect Matt Sandusky’s 
privacy. 

Shubin also represents two victims whose 
accusations against Jerry Sandusky are part of 
the ongoing criminal case. 

Matt is one of the Sandusky family’s six 
grown adopted children.

Let’s get one thing straight: Emporium Arcade Bar doesn’t need any press coverage to survive 
in Chicago. The concept—a throwback arcade that also serves good beer and whiskey—was 
enough to draw huge crowds when it opened earlier this week. After grabbing some tacos 
nearby, a few friends and I settled in with our pockets full of tokens to see if the Wicker Park 


bar would live up to the nerd hype. 


Let’s get the basics out of the way: If you were 
compelled to read this because of your undy- 
ing love of NBA Jam, you probably just want 
to know the following: Emporium is opening 
at 5 p.m. on weekdays (for now). All the games 
(more than 30 video games and three pinball 
machines; see a full list at emporiumchicago.

beyond), the noise and energy level are just 
too high for much conversation. Everyone is 
milling around, chatting over the music and 
bouncing from game to game. Past 7 p.m., 
there was a constant wait at the bar, which 
made snagging a barstool nearly impossible. 
Tf the crowds slow down, the abundant seat- 
ing near the front of the bar would be perfect 
for a round or two if you're in the neighbor- 
hood, but if it’s packed and you don’t intend 
on playing anything, don’t bother.

Emporium 
latest in new 
wave of arcades

Ms. Pac-Man suffers an untimely death at the 
hands of a blue-clad ghost, but A.J. Matthews 
doesn’t seem too upset by his failure to navi- 
gate the pellet-filled maze without smacking 
into a homicidal spectre. Instead, Matthews 
turns around and admires the glowing lights and 
bleeps and bloops that emanate from a few doz- 
en arcade machines crowded into the backroom 
of Logan Hardware. 

“It’s a generational thing, this is like coming 
back to a place you remember going to as a kid,” 
said Matthews, 28, of Old Irving Park. “This 
place really is a treasure in the city.” 

The sights and sounds of Logan Hardware 
might evoke the feeling of stepping out of “Back 
to the Future’s” Delorean into 1985, but this is 
2012—and the neighborhood arcade, the once 
ubiquitous quarter-eating staple of American 
youth culture in the 80s and early ’90s, is mak- 
ing a comeback in Chicago—although in a 
slightly altered form from its Reagan-era heyday. 

Logan Hardware, a Logan Square-based re- 
cord store that already dealt in the nostalgia of 
selling music on vinyl LPs, reopened in January 
so customers could enjoy the arcade cabinet col- 
lection of store owner Jim Zespy. Meanwhile, 
the Emporium Arcade Bar—a clone of Brook- 
lyn, N.Y.’s Barcade, which serves up craft brews 
and classic gaming in equal measure—opened 
this week in Wicker Park with titles ranging 
from Arkanoid to Xybots. And in the suburbs, 
places such of Galloping Ghost in Brookfield, 
which boast more than 250 old school gaming 
machines, have popped up recently. 

It might sound strange for an arcade revival 
to occur during a time when many people own 
ultra-powered home game consoles or smart- 
phones that can download these games, but 
Zespy said going to a place such as Logan Hard- 
ware to game is a completely different experi- 
ence than playing the same title on an iPhone. 

“Tt’s like music, where you can find instantly 
find like a terrible YouTube version of a song 
online, or you can go and actually hold a physi- 
cal record in your hands and experience it that 
way, and it’s the same with games,” Zespy said. 
“It’s about immersion and reconnecting with 
the past. For me, it reminds me of a time where I 
was listening to mini-discs in Fargo (N.D.) while 
playing “Tron,’ trying to get a top Io score.” 

Danny Marks, who, along with his brother 
Doug, are the co-owners of Emporium Arcade 
Bar, believes the arcade revival is also about the 
social aspect of playing video games in public. 

“T think people are going through a 180 a bit 
and want to play in public more,” said Marks, 30, 
of Bucktown. “People want to be social and this 
is kind of a fun date night or a party where you 
can play “Pac-Man” for a few minutes and have a 
beer.”

Vampire Hunter” claims, wouldn’t 
history authors be delighted to 
include the legend of a vampire 
picking up a horse and throwing 
it at one of the country’s most 
renowned leaders? 

Adapted by writer Seth 
Grahame-Smith from his novel, 
“Vampire Hunter” is, of course, 
historical fiction, which to some 
means “clever twist on reality” 
and to me generally means “cheap 
excuse to exploit people too dead 
to complain.” 

The movie, from “Wanted” director Timur Bekmam- 
betoy, doesn’t even get completely, deliriously bizarre, so 
at least the filmmakers would recognize the movie’s ab- 
surdity and go for fun with both feet off the ground. No, 
this plays out mostly as straight-faced alternate history, as 
if Abraham Lincoln still walked and talked and behaved 
generally as we’ve always heard—just that when he was 
taking down the South, he was battling both Confeder- 
ates and vampires. 

Benjamin Walker, who looks more like Liam Neeson 
than Lincoln (and played a younger version of Neeson’s 
title character in “Kinsey”), stars as the Great Emancipa- 
tor, who also was apparently great at driving an ax into 
the skulls of the undead. Abe’s vampire-hunting mentor 
Henry (Dominic Cooper) insists Lincoln not develop any 
friends or family in 1837 Springfield, but that doesn’t de- 
ter the tall action-hero-in-training from taking a shine to 
Mary Todd (Mary Elizabeth Winstead), who’s currently 
tied to future Lincoln debate opponent Stephen Douglas

That’s exactly what happens, though. 
Without the laughs and freewheeling imagi- 
nation of Pixar’s best (including “Ratatouille” 
and “Toy Story 3”) or even second-tier efforts 
(“Up”), the ordinary fable “Brave” gives the 
studio’s first female main character no new 
lessons or unexpected territory to explore. 
She splits an arrow with another arrow 
“Robin Hood”-style and experiences all of 
the usual torment and regret that comes with 
being a teenager. 

The film’s setting and accents recall 
Dreamworks’ “How to Train Your Dragon,” 
but fail to offer the same breathtaking visuals 
of that film’s aerial beauty. The wit comes 
rarely in “Brave,” which does include a clever 
use of a cooked chicken’s shadow to imitate 
an angry bear but also incorporates pathetic 
gags involving bare butts and getting hit in 
the face. 

“Brave” represents a minor recovery from 
the wildly misguided “Cars 2,” but Pixar’s lat- 
est adventure still suggests a major storytell- 
ing downshift that needs fixing now. Two’s a 
problem; three’s a trend.

Her 
vision of Armageddon reflects what we all 
probably envision, not much more. And 
without the terrified, potentially liberated 
chaos that would likely ensue. 

As Dodge (Steve Carell) befriends Penny 
(Keira Knightley) with only a couple weeks

until an asteroid closes the book on the plan- 
et, “Seeking” literally drives away from earlier, 
more staggering scenes. At first, Scafaria 
depicts a party in which ordinary folks shoot 
heroin and get kids drunk because hey, why 
not, and Dodge, who’s still mindlessly going 
to work as a life insurance salesman, arrives 
at the office just in time for a person who 
jumped from the building to land on his car. 

Yet this comedy suggests that many 
people —be it the obsessive exerciser, the 
diligent police officer or the cleaning woman 
who still comes to Dodge’s house weekly — 
would remain in their routines without 
commenting on why habit might serve as 
comfort against the unknown. “Seeking” 
mostly revolves around the need to spend 
final moments with loved ones, something 
nobody lucky enough to have those special 
people would disagree with. That’s a problem 
when the movie’s central relationship suffers 
from two people who never quite fit. 

“I won't steal anything if you don’t rape 
me,” Penny tells Dodge the night they meet, 


as he comforts her in his apartment while 
she cries over a breakup. In this scene and 
others, this uptight, 40-something American 
guy and the more opinionated British girl in 
her late 20s who suffers from “hypersomnia” 
get along like folks who could discover an 


unexpected friendship. 

Without giving too much away, suffice to 
say that mistaking friendship for true love 
represents an unfortunate, ultimately empty 
miscalculation, at the end of the world or 
early enough to choose more wisely.

CHI-TOWN STARS 

IN HOT NEW SCI-FI 
ACTION ADVENTURE 
‘WATCH DOGS’

The star of the most anticipated video game 
of 20133 isn’t Super Mario, Lara Croft or Na- 
than Drake. It’s not a person at all, but a place. 

Give up? 

Chicago edged out a long list of other cities 
to take the starring role in “Watch Dogs,” an 
open-world sci-fi action game unveiled earlier 
this month at the E3 Expo in L.A. Even in the 
game’s early stages, developer Ubisoft Mon- 
treal seems to have re-created Chicago in a 
way that’s never been done in gaming. 

From its landmarks, buildings and architec- 
ture down to its people and culture, the Chi- 
cago of “Watch Dogs” looks like the Chicago 
of reality. In the “Watch Dogs” demo shown 
at E3, mysterious hacker Aiden Pearce wan- 
ders the crowded streets of the Loop, leaps 
over “I? tracks and stealthily breaks into a 
theater, called the Ambrose, that looks a lot 
like the Chicago Theatre. 

To make sure the game properly captured

the city and its traditions, not to mention 
its people and their accents, several Ubisoft 
Montreal teams took photos of the city, lis- 
tened to Chicagoans talk and even sat down 
with Chicago police to ask them about local 
police work. 

“We made very sure that when people see 
the game, they instantly recognize Chicago,” 
“Watch Dogs” creative director Jonathan Mo- 
rin said. “We did a focus group in the city and 
we didn’t tell people where the game was set, 
and it took people two seconds and they were 
like, ‘Oh my God, this is Chicago!’ That was 
very important to us.” 

It’s a long overdue video game appearance 
for the Second City, which often plays second 
fiddle to New York and L.A. in the video game 
world despite the fact that it’s often tapped by 
Hollywood as the backdrop for gangster flicks 
or big budget action movies such as “The 
Dark Knight” and “Transformers 3.” 

The last time Chicago played a major role 
in a game was the 1994 Super Nintendo title 
“Michael Jordan in Chaos in the Windy City,” 
a cartoonish action game in which His Air- 
ness attacked robotic enemies with flaming 
basketballs. 

“To us, it was surprising that Chicago isn’t 
used in games more,” Morin said. “It’s inter- 
esting because part of the big reception and 


the excitement that we’ve gotten from the 
game so far is that people are saying, ‘Finally, a 
game in Chicago!’ It seems like a lot of people 
were waiting for that to happen.” 

Ubisoft said it chose Chicago based on a 
number of factors, most notably because the 
game’s makers felt Chicago “has always been 
one of those avant garde cities,” Morin said, 
and daring. 

“From a game perspective, we were also 
looking for a city that was fun to drive in, fun 
to walk around in for sure. When we started 
digging deeper into each city, we found that 
Chicago had these narrow streets and canals; 
it’s very dense and it has a very rich infrastruc- 
ture and a rich story,” Morin said. “We were 
looking at all of it saying, “Wow, this is what 
a city is!’” 

“Watch Dogs” is set in a near future world 
fueled by a sense of techno-paranoia about 
our society’s overreliance on smartphones 


and centralized computer networks. Chica- 
go plays a larger role in the story because, as 
Pearce, you can gain access to the city’s cen- 
tral operating hub, monitor surveillance cam- 
eras, control a stoplight on Clark Street or 
tamper with a bridge over the Chicago River. 
He also can hack into random Chicagoans’ 
cellphones, listen to people’s conversations 
and decide whether to get involved with their 
lives. 

“With most video games, you play as more 
of the man than the city in the story,” Morin 
said. “But this game’s a little bit special be- 
cause youre playing {as} a guy who is monitor- 
ing a setting and chasing the digital shadows 
of a city.” 

Ubisoft Montreal hasn't offered a full list of 
Chicago neighborhoods that will be featured 
in the game, but hopes to release “Watch 
Dogs” in 2013 for Xbox 360 and PlayStation 3.

Out of the ‘West Wing’ ... 
and into ‘The Newsroom’ 


Reuters 
Aaron Sorkin has been down a similar road 
before. 

The Oscar-winning writer of “The Social 
Network” and creator of the behind-the- 
scenes account of Washington politics, “The 
West Wing,” has a much-anticipated new 
series premiering Sunday on HBO, “The 
Newsroom.” 

Rapid-fire banter, clever posturing about 
modern-day America and a romantic view 
of the workplace are all Sorkin trademarks 
found in his new show, which examines the 
world of cable TV news centered on unyield- 
ing anchor Will McAvoy, who is played by 
Jeff Daniels. 

Sorkin, 51, talked about the new series. 


Going back to “Network” and “Broadcast 
News,” there have been quite a few ac- 
complished looks at broadcast journalism. 
Seems like a daunting task? 

“The Newsroom” has more in common with 
“Broadcast News”—the romantic comedy— 
for sure. And both Holly Hunter’s character 
and Albert Brooks’ character on “Broadcast 
News” and most of our characters are for 
and against the same things. But if you go 
back and look at “Broadcast News” now, 
James L. Brooks, who wrote that, had a fan- 
tastic crystal ball. As did Paddy Chayefsky 
when he wrote “Network,” to see what the 
future is like. But boy, “Broadcast News” was 
written at a time when there was no cable 
news, there [were] just three networks. Now 
there is this 24-hour beast to feed. 


You’ve examined the world of sports news 
when you began your TV career with 
“Sports Night.” How is “The Newsroom” 
similar or different? 

Like those other shows, you will like the 
show or not like the show, depending on 
how much you are invested in the charac- 
ters. It’s not going to rely at all on whether 


you care about the news or where on the 
political spectrum you fall. I like writing 
about workplaces and workplace families. 
Really, the common theme in all these shows 
is, “It’s alright to be in a big city if you can 
find family at work.” 


But why take on news, or rather cable TV 
news? 

When I did “The West Wing,” part of the 
engine behind it was that in American 
popular culture, our leaders, by and large, 
had only ever really been portrayed as either 
Machiavellian or adults. And I like writing 
very romantically. I don’t write particularly 
cynically; I write idealistically and I wanted 
to write about a group of people who were 
very competent and well intentioned and 
they may slip on banana peels all the time, 
but we know that they wake up every morn- 
ing thinking about us and thinking about 
the country and wanting to do well. ... 

I felt that journalism was held in at least 
as much contempt as government and 
politics, so I thought, “I will write about 
another group of people who defy expecta- 
tions, who aren’t cynical, who are optimistic, 
who aren’t narcissistic, where it is not about 
ratings, where their thing is, what is a good 
news show and what is stopping us from 
doing it?” 


Will people believe such a thing as optimis- 
tic journalists? How was the character of 
McAvoy born? 

It’s been in the oxygen supply for a long time 
now that the lead character, the Jeff Daniels 
character, was somehow based on Keith 
Olbermann. The character is not even based 
alittle bit on Keith Olbermann, not even 
inspired by Keith Olbermann. No character 
on this show is based on anyone from real 
life. All the news events are absolutely true. 
We don’t make up the news events. But the 
characters are all entirely fictional.

Next time you go show shopping, think about this: A 
study done at the University of Kansas found that you 
can accurately judge a person just by looking at her shoes. 

According to the Medical Daily, researchers found “that 
by examining the style, cost, color of condition of the shoe, 
participants were able to guess about 90 percent of the of the 
owner’s personal characteristics,” including her age, gender, in- 
come, political affiliation and important personality traits. 

The study, published online in the August 2012 edition of the Jour- 
nal of Research in Personality, consisted of 63 students who looked 
at photographs showing 208 different pairs of shoes that belonged to 
volunteers in the experiment, Medical Daily reported. 

Researchers asked each of the volunteers to fill out a personality 
questionnaire and to provide their most frequently worn shoes for 
the experiment. Lead researcher Omri Gillath found: 


» Expensive shoes belonged to high earners. 

» Practical and functional shoes generally belong to agreeable people. 

» Flashy and colorful footwear belonged to extroverts. 

» Shoes that were not new but appeared to be spotless belonged to 
conscientious types. 

» Ankle boots fit with more aggressive personalities. 

» Uncomfortable looking shoes were worn by calm personalities. 

» People with “attachment anxiety” or people that were most 
worried about their relationships generally had brand new and 
well-kept shoes.
